How do we make one*^ It's quite simple. 

A Joystick is really nothing more than lour 
switches. At any time only on© is Turned on, 
The rest are off. 

Our joystick will have four switches - but 
mercury ones. We met these in the October 
Let's Compute! when we made a Sauce Bottle 
game. 

When the switch is lilted a drop of mercury 
moves and forms a circuit between two wires 

What can we use as our pyboard? 1 suggest 
you use a toy that is is sold under lots of differ- 
ent names, like Moon Bouncer or Space 
Hopper It's a round disc with half a rubber ball 
attached To each side. 

The Idea is that you stand on the disc and 
grip the top ball between your ankles and 
bounce. I always fell over so il didn't use It 
much. 

But now H's got a compfetely new use. It's 
the ideal platform for a foot operated joystick! 

Let's start by connecting the switches. If 
your computer has a 9-pfn joystick socket they 
should be wired up as in the diagram along- 
side. 

The numbers shown refer to the screw con- 
nections on the Gadget Shop connection 
board. It's the same board we've used before. 
(It you hsven't already made one. you can 
order one using the form on the nght. The

Some computers, like the BBC Model 8 and 
Master have a T5 pin joystick connector. For 
these you need an Analogue Port connector. 

This IS just like the User Porl Gadget Shop 
connection only it has a 15 way plug on il. It 
can be ordered using the same form and 
comes complete with instructions on how to 
make a connector block. Ihe diagram on the 
right below shows how to wire Ihe switches to 
it. 

Before we go any further let's try it out. Hold 
all the mercury switches with the wires pointing 
up.

Now all we need is a frre button. We can use 
a surface mounting reed switch and magnet. 
Remember, we used Them in October's Let's 
Computet when we made a burgler alarm- 
Conned thfs switch as shown in iTie diagram. 

Attach it to orte leg just above your knee 
and the magnet to the other. When you wani to 
zap just knock your knees together. 

You can use an elasticated bandage or 
something similar to fasten ihem on. 

The mercury switches can be connected 
using separate wires, but tor neater restjfts use 
six core cable. Similarly the reed switch should 
be mounted using twin core cabte. 

As you may have some of this wire at home 1 
have made it a separate ftem on the order 
form. This means you doni pay for somethrrig 
you already have. 

Now you are ready to put your foot joystick 
to the test. You gel best results if you're seated 
because you can't really play a computer 
game while you're hopping around

artd data. They're called hacking 
stores. 

As we've said over the last few 
months, computers work In 
binary numhers. And it's easy to 
ascord these on a tape. 
^^^The numbers can be shown by 
either a short beep or a slight 
gap. If you play the tape from a 
computer on a normal cassette 
player you hear a high pitched 

bletie. But If you have a 
recorder that can let you play h 
•lowly you*ll clearly hear the 
beeps and gaps, 

Di»cs mr^ recorded in a similar 
waih The information Is etored on 
a flat magnetic surface made of a 
similar material as a tape. 

The data le stored in ever- 

rldenlng circies on the disc - like 
ripple s In a porKf. Formatting the 
disc prepares these circles. 

DIsoe spin round very quickly - 
much faeter than tapes. That's 
why discs take less time to load 
programs than tapee» 

Another advantage ja that the 
read/write head - which collects 
the data - can moVa^atral^it to a 
circle on the disc. Which makes It 
very quick to find a program. With 
tape, the head ataya attM and a 
lot of tape may have to^aas It 
until your program Is found. ^. 

These are lust two forms of 
storage device. There are lots of 
others. 

On office computers paper tape 
used to be a common form of 
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backing store. The binary 

numbers are recorded by holes 
punched In the tape. 

Paper tape la rare on 
computers these days. But the 
background to this page showe 
what It looks like. You can clearly 
see the holes that translate into 
binary numl>ers. 

You'N see that each row has up 
to eight holes. There's also a line 
of smaller liolea - titese are lust 
tfiere so the machine can pult the 
tape through. 

Using Just seven of each row of 
eight holes you can show 127 
different binary numbers. That's 
more than enough for the 
numbers o to 9, letters a to z and 
letters A to Z. 

The eighth hole has a special 
use. The computer uses It to teat 
whether everything has been 
read correetiy. 



Moving from the past to the 

present - and future - another 
way of storage that Is becoming 
more popular is the CD rom. For 
home computers, these are still 
rather expensive. They are only 
used for reading - the word ROM 
stands for Read Only Memory. 

They work in the same way as 
a normal CD player: A laser light 
Is used to read the zeros and 
ones. 

Optical disc drives work In a 
similar way but you can also 
record on them.

The big advantage of optical 
discs Is that you can store much 
more on one disc. They're aleo 
less likely to get damaged. 

But they're still very expensive 
and not used on home computers 
yet.

BINARY BITS 

LasI month we saw how easy it is lo add two numbers in 
Binary, For Similar reasons it's also easy to take away in 
binary. 

Whai about multiplication and division? The simple 
answer *5 that a computer can't do them. 

But, as multiplicatton is really only repeated addition. 
It gives the impression that it can. It you ask a computer 
to do 4x7 it will work out 7+7+7+7. 

For division, a computer sees how many times rt can 
take away For example, if you ask It to work out 21+7 it 
It stans subtracting, like this: 21-7=14, 14-7=7, 7-7=0, 
That means that 7 can be taken from 21 three times so 
21+7=3. 

All these processes are easier in bmary because 
there are only two numbers to worry about. So. why 
don't we use binary in our everyday life? 

The answer is that binary numbers are loo long for 
humans to work with. Look at the same sum done in 
txjlh decimal and binary: 

Decimal Binary 

kh 101101 

_67_ 1000[H 1_ 

112 111000Q 

But there is an in-between way? it's called 
hexadecimal or Base 16, 

That means that, instead of using ten numbers (0 to 
9) we use 16. The numbers 10 to 15 are represented by 
the letters A to R 

In hexadecimal, instead of 45 meaning 4 Tens and 5 
tJnite. It represents 4 Sixteens and 5 tJnits (that's 69 in 
decimal) 

Some computer books put i in front of the numbers 
to show they're in hexadecimal Others pui $. So, what 
decimal number does &BC represent? 

The lener B is n and C is 12, That means &BC is 
11 Sixteens and 12 Units. That's 188 in decimal. 
Hexadecimal numbers are even shorter than decimal. 

Why did we say that hexadecimal is an in-between 
way? Why do computer experts use it? 

The main reason is that it's very easy to convert 
between binary and hexadecimal. 

The digits making up the binary number are called 
bits (Binary diglTS). All you do is group the bits in fours 
starting at the right. II doesn't matter if there are less 
than tour in the last group. Then convert each set into a 
hexadecimal number alone. 

So 1011101 splits to 101 and 1101. Tben 101 <s5and 

1101 ^s a 

Thie means that 101 1 101 in binary converts to &5D- 
So while computers work in binary, programmers 

think inJiexadecimaL It's then easy to convert between 

the two systems.

Thai's because each time you press a wrong letter the program 
jumps out of a loop. 

Last month the Ooc prescribed a cure to remove this problem. 
Now he looks at even better methods of doing the same Job. 

The one you should use depends on the Basic language lifted in 
your computer. At least one ol the ways will work on YOUR 
machine, 

^ First, let's describe the simple game in words- You have to REPEAT 
typing a key UNTIL you've gone through the whole alphabet OR have 
made a mistake.

All doc's changes are shown on the right. 

Some versions of Basic don't understand REPEAT ... UNTIL but 
haue another type ol loop. It's called WHILE ... WEND. 
i Like the repeat type of loop tt vmork^ as you would say it: "White 
the 26th tetter hitsn't been reached and a mistake hasn't been n%ade 
keep looping". WEND is used to show the end of the loop. 

Doc's second set ol changes show what you have to do il you want 
to use this sort of loop. 

E But some Basics have neither WHILE ... WEND nor REPEAT ..- 
UNTIL - see the panel to check which YOUR machine uses. So Doc's 
linal changes show how you can do REPEAT ... UNTIL without 
actually having the instructions in your version ot Basic. 

In ptace of REPEAT put a REM to show It's the start of the loop. In 
place of UNTiL something happens you have to go back to the start 
of the loop if it hasn't happened. 

So Doc has now shown four cures for the same problem. And there 
are plenty ol others. 

The main point to remember is that you should NEVER iump out ol 
a loop.
